Philadelphia, M arch 5.—E ncouraged 
by m essages of sym pathy and of offers 
of assistance from labor organizations 
from all 
parts of the country, the 
union w orkers of m any trad es ceased 
work and inaugurated w hat prom ises 
to he one of the g reatest sym pathetic 
strikes ever w itnessed in the history 
of organized labor. 
The com m ittee of 
ten say a t least 75,000 organized w ork­ 
ers as well as m any unorganized sym ­ 
pathizers of the stree t ca r m en have 
already ceased work. 
Prom ptly at m idnight Friday night 
union o rch estras playing in th e lead­ 
ing hotels and cafes picked up their 
instru m en ts 
and 
started 
for 
their 
homes. 
P nion cab drivers and chauffeurs 
also abandoned th e ir posts at the* ho­ 
tels and railroad cab and autom obile 
service was badly crippled. 
T he driv­ 
ers of both taxicab services in the city 
are m em bers of th e uniop and refused 
to tak e out their m achines after the 
strike had gone into effect.
